pledged  themselves  to  give  them  a  collegiate  edu¬ 
cation,  there  cannot  be  a  doubt  but  that  thev  would 
have  been  promptly  sustained  by  the  friends  of  ihc 
Church  and  lurnished  with  the  means  of  redeem¬ 
ing  their  pledge.  It  seems  evident  therefore  that 
if  the  operations  of  the  C.  S.  Society  are  to  be  ex¬ 
tended  and  rendered  more  efficient  than  they  are  at 
present,  some  means  must  b«  devised  of  directing 
the  attention  of  our  pious  and  talented  youth  to  thr 
urgent  claims  and  to  the  rich  rewards  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  ministry.  Having  become  the  professed  dis¬ 
ciples  of  Christ,  and  having  learned  from  a  most 
blessed  experience  the  value  of  his  religion,  they 
must  be  made  to  feel  for  the  spiritual  wretched¬
